54 Persons Are On Payroll 
Of New Industrial Firm 


PORTERVILLE — Morse Controls, one of this community’s new 
industries, “tis doing very well” after its first four months of 
Operation, according to plant manager, Neil Bruce. 

A division of Rockwell International, the new industrial firm is 
now manufacturing marine engine controls and steering systems in 
the plant formerly occupied by Rockwell Manufacturing at 
Freeway 65 and Pioneer. 

At present, 54 persons are on the payroll, all of them local 
except 5 members of the management staff who were brought to 
Porterville from Hudson, Ohio, where Morse Controls was started 
and where the main office of the Morse Controls Division is 
located. All hiring is being done through the Porterville office of 
the State of California Employment Development Department. 

Announcement that Morse Controls was coming to Porterville 
was made on July 13 of last year. Their first employee, who had 
formerly been with Rockwell Manufacturing, was hired on 
September 4; and their first shipment was made on September 20. 

“Our progress during the start-up phase of our operation has 
been very good as indicated in our monthly ‘reports for the first 
quarter of our 1974 fiscal year,” says Bruce. (This report covers 
the months of October through December, 1973.) 

Bruce states that. product shipments have gone from the 
Porterville plant to outlets in California, Washington, Texas, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma, and other states. 

“We’re even in Disneyland,” he says. “Boats used there for the 
‘Jungle Cruise’ utilize Morse Controls systems.” 

The Morse “single lever” control to regulare throttle and shift 
for most types of marine propulsion, and Morse steering control 
systems, are designed for boats ranging in size from small 
runabouts to larger cabin cruisers, house boats, and ocean-going 
fishing boats. i 

Production at the Porterville plant involves facilities utilizing 
screw machines, mills, lathes, finishing operations including 
bonderizing, degreasing, painting and tumbling; a control and cable 
assembly department; inspection, injection molding, and stamping. 

Started in 1941 as Morse Instrument Company, the first 
product was.a line of aerial wing cameras produced for the U.S. 
Army Air Force. After World War II, the company founder, John 
Morse, invented a single lever control system that “revolutionized 
the marine industry,” then later developed the Morse “Command” 
boat steering system._

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"USE OF ELECTRICITY. 


Your efforts are helping to save elec- 
tricity and oil. In December, reduced 
electric consumption saved the equiv- 
alent of about one-half million 
barrels of fuel oil in Edison generating 
plants alone. 

But now there is a need for even 
greater conservation. Therefore, the 
State Public Utilities Commission has 
ordered an additional 5% reduction 
in the use of electricity over the orig- 
inal 10% curtailment that it ordered 
in November. 

This means that the Commission is 
now asking us (and other electric util- 
ities throughout the state) to urge you 
to cut back a total of 15%.

You're probably wondering how 
best to cut back further at home.

How to Measure Electricity 


Electricity is measured in kilowatt- 
hours (KWH). A KWH is 1,000 watts 
of electricity used for one hour—or 
100 watts used for 10 hours. For ex- 
ample, a 100-watt bulb burned for 10 
hours is one KWH. 


Last year our average residential 
customer used about 500 kilowatt- 
hours a month. That’s about 17 KWH 
a day. So, to cut back 15% would mean 
using about 2-1/2 KWH less a day.

‘‘The WLegislative Budget 
committee reported that in 
1972, the average direct cost of 
a single bill was $1070,” said 
Way.

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Farmers Must Act To Protect 
Their Electrical Power Supply 


VISALIA — While agriculture 
has been assured adequate fuel 
to. meet expanding national 
requirements for food and fiber 
production, ‘a shortage of 
electrical energy poses a real 
problem, members of Friant 
Water Users association were 
told at their January meeting in 
Visalia. 

A reliable supply of electric 
power is needed both by 
irrigation districts to deliver 
surface supplies of water and by 
farmers in pumping water for 
crops from the underground. 

James F. Sorensen, 
association secretary, urged that 
all water pumping and 
distribution facilities be placed 
in tip-top operating condition to 
conserve energy and help lessen 
the likelihood of rolling 
brownouts during the 1974 
water year. 

These brownouts, particularly 
if unannounced, would be 
extremely damaging to crops in 
the San Joaquin valley because 
of the importance of proper 
timeing of irrigation water 


applications, Sorensen 
explained. 
There also should be a 


continuing effort to get 
maximum benefit from each 
acre foot of water by further 
improvements in water 
application methods, Sorensen 
added. 

Sorensen said that between 
operations of the various 
irrigation districts and the 
Bureau of Reclamation’s Tracy 
pumps, about 600 million 
kilowatt hours of electricity 
were required to operate the
